Thanksgiving Day has come 
and gone, but if its spirit is only 
for a day, it seems to me it can 
be. at best, only a worthless 
gesture. : ■ 

Like everyone who reads and 
listens, I have heard people say 

"What is there to be thankful for 
in a world where chaos is 
rampant?"— if chaos can be ram- 
pant—and where prices are soar- 
ing to such an extent that a 
modest wallet is depleted before 
half one's necessities are pro- 
cured not to; mention the little 
extras so dear to the hearts of 
both men and .women*- ■- 
-Well, the world is chaotic. 
Look at Palestine, the land 
where the Prince of Peace . was 
born, - the - land from which 
emanated the force of love as the 
foundation stone on which man- 
kind should build its relations. 
./Twelve men from a small, 
insignificant down-trodden na- 
tion were sent out to preach the 
gospel of love. They were not 
statesmen, nor politicians, nor 

diplomats, nor financiers. They 
were poor and humble but they 
had been, associated with the 
Light of the World, and they had 
absorbed enough of that Light to 
cause it to shine in dark places; 
to conquer paganism on high 
places and to lift men to a high- 
er plane. We still have that 
Light and the right to worship 
the Giver of Light in peace and 
security, for which we can give 
thanks. 

And giving thanks, we can 
look to God, who chose Palestine 
as the birth place for the Saviour 
of the world; to in some way 
bring order and peace to that un- 
happy land. . 

We look around at conditions 
all over the world — the Security 
Council, the United Nations, the 
meeting of foreign ministers — 
never have so many great minds 
worked with so few real results. 
And yet we can be thankful that 
they are working, and hope and 
pray that out of the maze of dis- 
agreement, suspicion, misunder- 
standing and fear, some basis for 
future peace, understanding and 
a working agreement for world 
order will be evolved. 

We speak of the democracies 
versus totalitarianism. It seems 
more as it was in the time of 
Christ — Christian leaders versus 
pagan leaders. No concept of 
world brotherhood can be based 
on the pagan precept that "might 
is right." 

But we can be thankful that, 
like the x-ray which can pene- 
trate into hitherto hidden thing* 
so the Light of the World can 
even penetrate the iron curtain 
and warm and strengthen the 



hearts there which have, always 
cherished the Christian faith. 

And we can be thankful for our 
own land — for Canada— even with 
all the things we think are wrong, 
with its lack of all the remedies 
we think we would apply if we 
had. the power. Still it is a won- 
derful land— a wonderland! 

We are young compared to the 
lands across our two great oceans 
— well surely that is all to the 
good- We can benefit by their 
blunders, if we will. 

Of course youth learns best, if 
hardest, by experience and we are 
gaining that rapidly in the posi- 
tion into which our. place geogra- 
phically, politically, and financial 
ly, has shoved us. 

Can we, a small nation, bear 
our part as a great nation? Can 
we be great enough to stand pat 
on what we believe is right, 
against the fear of aggression or 
maybe loss of prestige?- If so we 
can be thankful. 

We can be thankful for the 
beauty all about us, the colors, 
the fruits of the harvest, our 
schools and our churches, our cul- 
tural opportunities and our right 
to work. And we can be thankful 
lhat the Lord of the Harvest, who 
rules the vast universe with such 
wonderful order, will not see one 
small planet of that universe 
erupt in absolute chaos. There 
will be a solution.
